EVANSvlLiiE, Ind., Jan. 9.—The re- 
ports from Points on Green, Waiiash 
and White rivers last night were that 
the water is stiU rising and spreading 
over the low lands at a rapid rata. 
A 
large amount of corn has abeady been 
lost, while a number of farmers have 
lost the greater portion of their stock. 
The railroads in many jDlaces are inun- 
dated. 


People on Green river and its tribu- 
taries are also suffering heavy losses in 
stock, corn, tobacco and saw logs, which 
have been swept away by the waters. 
The river at this point rose five feet dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours and is 
rifling at the rate of three inches per 
hour. 


JASPBB, Ind., Jan. 9.—The Patoka 
riverjhas risen at an alarming rate during 
the last twenty-four hours. 
A tract of 
country twenty miles long by three to 
four miles wide is inundated. 
The Jas- 
per branch of the Air-Line is overflowed 
between here and Huntingburg. 
The 
planing mills, saw mills, stave mills, 
aud spoke factory, also the depot, two 
hotels, and a large number of dwelling 
houses are surrounded by water. 


BURLINGTON, la., Jan. 9.—The Mis- 
sissippi at this point is now eight inches 
below the lowest point ever reached 
since white men came to this section.

Their manner of doing business was 
to employ peddlers, a large number of 
whom canvassed the adjacent country 
in their interest with satisfactory re- 
sults. Last fall Ellis & Co., pleading 
bad times and slow payments, secured a 
large line of credit from leading houses 
in this city, probably reaching $25,000. 
The variety of the articles purchased 
was peculiar. 
Everything purchasabl© 
was purchased-—boots, shoes, clothing, 
dry goods, and even lumber. 


Immediately ujwn receiving

goods the firm began to sacrifice them 
for anything they could bring, selling 
the merchandise at ridiculously low 
rates. The Montreal merchants were 
told that something was wi-ong.

they could do anything, however, thg 
news came down that Ellis & Co. had 
crossed the border.

Deadly Work Done By a Wind Storm 
in Brooklyn—The Clements' 
Destruction. 


BROOKLYN, N[ Y., Jan. 9.—About 4 :30 
o'clock this morning the rear wall of the 
Throop Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
which was in course of erection and 
which had reached a height of thirty- 
five feet, was blown down by the high 
wind. 


The wall, which was sixteen inches 
thick, fell on the two-story frame house 
of Mrs. Sarah Mott, her widowed daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Purdy, with her two daughters, 
aged 16 and 18, and a son aged 14 years, 
and a boarder named Richard Pool. 
All of these persons were bruised under 
tJie pile of bricks, wood and other de- 
bris. 


The fire department was called out 
and they, with the assistance of the po- 
lice, succeeded in rescuing alive all but 
David and Mary Purdy, who were dead 
when taken out. 
The rescued persons 
sustained serious injuries. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The tail end of 
the wind that started from the north- 
west two days ago reached the east 
about 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The wind had everything its own way, 
and whistled through the streets at a 
velocity of thirty six miles an hour. 


The roof of a horse car was blown off 
at Ninetieth street and Tenth avenue 
about 5 p. m. 
The car bounded along 
up town without it, but well filled with 
badly scared men and women. 


Various capers were cut by the wind 
in Brooklyn. 
The worst damage it 
caused was to the new Casino building, 
partly finished, on Fulton street, near 
Alabama avenue. 
The west wall, about 
seventy-five feet high and one hundred 
feet long, was blown down shortly after 
the workmen had quit for the day. The 
wall was sixteen inches thick.

AN INDIANAPOLIS BLAZE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 9.—At 3 o'clock 
this morning fire was discovered in the 
West Indianapolis hominy mills and in 
an hour the immense building, which 
covers a quarter of an acre, was in ruins. 
The loss is ^75,000; insurance, $40,000. 
The mill was one of the largest and fin- 
est in the city. It was buQt by Hall & 
Lilly, but Mr. C. E. Hall was the sole 
owner of the plant at the time of its de- 
struction. 
The loss to him is particu- 
larly severe at this time, as the mill was

LAWRENCE BAKRETT'S friends say that 
since he has made such a success finan- 
cially by managing Edwin Booth, he 
will never go back on the stage himself. 
He was a hard working tragedian and 
maintained his position on the stage for 
years by dint of the severest toil. Yet 
it seems that his business capacity was 
greater than his dramatic ability all the 
time, and he has finally come to regard 
business as better than art as a field of 
operations. 


J. O. HENDERSON, of Kokomo, presi- 
dent, and F. A. Arnold, of Greencastle, 
secretary, issued a call for the annual 
meeting of the democratic editorial as- 
sociation of Indiana for 1890, to be held 
in the Hendricks club rooms, Indian- 
apolis, 'Ihursday, January 16, commenc- 
ing at 11 o'clock. The business of the 
meeting will be to elect officers for the 
new 3'^ear and confer on matters of com- 
mon professional and party interests. 
One or more papers will be read by 
prominent members of the association. 


TWENTY-FIVE years ago a band of mis- 
sionaries met at Lodiana, a small city in 
India, and sent out an appeal to the 
churches asking to have their labors 
aided by the united prayers of Chris- 
tians at home in America and England. 
The churches responded to this invita- 
tion, and it gradually become the cus- 
tom to set aside the first week of the 
new year as -a week of special prayer for 
the progress of Christian work through- 
out the world. A committee of the 
Evangelical Alliance, representing all 
protestant denominations, 
has since 
then recommended every year a pro- 
gram to be followed by any and all 
churches which desii-ed to do so. The 
program this year, as has been done in 
the past, is being observed now at some 
of the local churches. 


THE Indiana Service Pension Associa- 
tion has sent to congress its service pen- 
sion bill with a petition signed by the 
associations of Indiana, Massachusetts 
and Kansas, asking that it be passed at 
once, not as a charity but as an act of 
justice long delayed. The bill instructs 
the secretary of the interior to have 
placed on the pension rolls the names 
of all surviving officers, soldiers, sailors 
and marines who served in the army or 
navy of the United States for a period of 
sixty days or more, or who were disa- 
bled in the line of duty between March 
4, 1861, and July 1, 1865. This bill was 
prepared nearly a year ago by the In- 
diana service i^ension association, and 
was indorsed by the soldiers of Kanpas 
at their state reunion in October last. 
Ifc has also been indorte 1 by the presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts service pen- 
sion association, and a strong effort will 
be made to have it passed by the fifty- 
first congress. 


THE question of the right of succes- 
sion to the throne of Brazil is being 
agitated, and Dom Pedro will have to 
decide it. Bival claimants for the empty 
honor of being the successor of a de- 
posed monarch have sprung up in the 
persons of the son of the Count d'Eu 
and the Prince Dom Pedro Augusto, 
eldest son of the duke of Saxe, who was 
the husband of the Princess Leopoldina, 
the second daughter of Dom Pedro.. It 
would seem as if it was hardly worth 
while to fix a line of succession to a 
throne which is no more. 
But the 
claimants do not think so, and it is be- 
lieved that if Dom Pedro decides in fa- 
vor of the son of the Count d'Eu that 
personage will, on the death of Dom 
Pedro, plot to re-establish a monarchy 
in Brazil and put his son on the throne 
by force of ai-ms. What the other claim- 
ant might do is problematical. But 
either 
be a continual menace to the 
peace of the republic, just as Napoleon's 
descendants are a disturbing element in 
the political life of Fronoe. 


KJEKNAIS't» 


A BriUlant Number in tbe Y. M. C. 
A. Coarse—JBxiled to the Mines. 


Mr. George Kennan, known the world 
over by reason of the publication in The 
Century magazine of a series of brilliant 
articles on the miseries of convict life in 
Siberia, entertained a large and cultured 
audience at the Y. M. C. A. hall last 
evening with his lecture, "Exiles in Si- 
beria." 


The speaker had originally visited that 
bleak country in the interests 9f the West- 
em Union telegraph company, which was 
establishinga line across Northern Asia 
when the laying on the Atlantic cable en- 
sured a bett r electrical connection be 
tween the old world and the new. He sub- 
sequently was commissioned by The Cen- 
tury tofurnish articles on convict life in 
Siberia and obtained from the Kussian 
government at St. Petersburg letters 
and passports which made it possible to 
penetrate the loathsome prison pens of 
the exiles, to form the acquaintance of 
many noble men, lost to the world, and 
to learn from actual observation of the 
horrors of their lives. 


Mr. Kennan left St. Petersburg with 
a strong bias in favor of the govern 
ment's management of these isolated 
prisons, and with no affection for the 
cause of the nihilists, which was well 
represented in them, and accordingly 
was expected to use bis pen in the in- 
terest of the czar. 
When he reached 
Siberia the horrible brutality shown the 
convicts so wounded his sense of justice 
that the Century, in which the record 
of his adventures are graphically por- 
trayed, has since then never been per- 
mitted to enter Russia, the police effect- 
ually keeping it out. 


The speaker is a slender gentleman, 
of medium height, with dark, 
flushing 
eyes and black hair. 
His appearance 
on the plutform is graceful and he cap- 
tivated his audience by his splendid dic- 
tion and correct enunciation,-as well as 
by the wonderful narrative of the news- 
gatherer under the constant surveilance 
of the gens d'arms. 
The talk of last 
evening had been made familiar to many 
in the audience by perusal of the Cen- 
tury articles." 


It had to do chiefly with the unspeak- 
able hardships at the Kara mines, of the 
political prisoners who had been banish- 
ed to these dens, often on the slightest 
pretext of holding opinions at variance 
to the czar. They were described as bi?^" 
ginning their long exile with a tramp of 
400 miles through snow and ice, insuffi- 
ciently clad, and with their ankles fast- 
ened together with heavy chains, the 
clank of which, sounding over the bleak 
plains for half a mile, mournfully her- 
alded the approach of the new addition 
to the wretched penal colony. Mr. 
Kennan found the convicts crowded in 
pens so loathsome and dirk as to barely 
support 
life, 
denied 
the op- 
portunity of communicating 
with 
their friends, and enduring 
most 
terrible 
hardships. With 
the aid 
of strategy he contrived to communicate 
with the political exiles, who had served 
their actual imprisonment and were 
leading lives of comparative freedom in 
isolated houses, and graphically pic- 
tured these abodes of wretchedness. 
One of the most beautiful passages was 
the description of the celebration of the 
centennial 4th of July in the prelimifi^ 
ary prison at St. Petersburg. 


Mr. Kennan was introduced by Judge 
Chapin in a few remarks descriptive of 
the lecturer's life. The latter part of 
the lecture was delivered in the garb of 
the Siberian exile and very effectively 
illustrated the speaker's remarks.

ago and opened up general stores at 
Smith's Falls and Carlton Place. They 
bought largely of almost every kind of 
merchandise, paid cash for everything 
they bought and soon earned an enviable 
reputation as honest traders. 


Their manner of doing business was 


to employ peddlers, a large number of 
whom canvassed the adjacent country 
in their interest with satisfactory re- 
sults. Last fall Ellis & Co., pleading 
bad times and slow payments, secured a 
large lino of credit from leading houses 
in this city, probably reaching §25,000. 
Tho variety of tho articles purchased 
was peculiar. Everything purohasablg 
was purchased—boots, shoes, clothing, 
dry goods, and even lumber. 


Immediately upon receiving , these 


goods the firm began to sacrifice them 
for any thing they could briug, selling 
tho merchandise at ridiculously low 
rates. The Montreal merchants were 
told that something wns wrong. Before 
they could do anything, however, thc 
news came down that Ellis & Co. had 
crossed the border.

The Very Funny Account of George 


Kciinau's Lecture Printed in the

BROOKLYN, N! Y., Jan. 9,—About 4:30 


o'clock this morning the rear wall of the 
Throop Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
which was in coarse of erection and 
which had reached a height of thirty- 
five fest, was blown down by tho high 
wind. 


The wall, which was sixteen inches 


thick, fell on the two-story frame house 
of Mrs. Sarah Mott, her widowed daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Purdy, with her two daughters, 
aged 16 and 18, and a son aged 14 years, 
aud a boarder named Eichard Pool.

David and Mary Purdy, who were dead 
when taken out. Tho rescued persons 
sustained serious injuries. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The tail end of 


the wind that started from tho north- 
west two days ago reached tho east 
about 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The wind had everything its own way, 
and whistled through the streets at a 
velocity of thirty six miles an hour. 


The roof of a horso car was blown off 


at Ninetieth street and Tenth avenue 
about 5 p. m. Tho car bounded along 
uptown without it, but well fil'ed with 
badly scared men aud women. 


Various capers were cut by the wind 


in Brooklyn. Tho worst damage it 
caused was to the new Casino building, 
partly finished, on Fulton street, near 
Alabama avenue. Tho west wall, about 
seventy-five feet high and one hundred 
feet long, was blown down shortly after 
the workmen had quit for the day. The 
wall was sixteen inches thick.

The 
weather is clear but the sea is very 
rough. The brig, Matilda Buck, with 
dogwood, is ashore near Wood end light 
and is coming up on tho beach with the 
rising tide.

AX INDIANAI'OHS BLAZE.

West Indianapolis hominy mills and in 
an hour tho immense building, which 
covers a quarter of an acre, was iu ruins. 
Tho loss is 675,000; insurance, 840,000. 
Tho mill was one of the largest and fin- 
est in the city. It ^as built by Hall & 
Lilly, but Mr. C. E. Hall was tho sole 
owner of the plant at the time o! its de- 
struction. Tho loss to him is particu- 
larly sovero at this time, as the mill was 
running on full time to catch up with 
orders, which have been unusually 
heavy.
